OBSERVATIONS FROM S.S. PATRIS: In a letter to Mrs Elliott, Miss Della Mosey writes: 

.Not far from Suez as we went through the Canal, I 

saw egrets in two irrigated gardens on the Nile side., and amongst the sand dun es 
there were curlew and many waders, great flocks of them; and as we disturbed them, 
they flew in great flocks, weaving to and fro, disappearing against the background 
in one moment, then as they turned, the dark backs brought them clearly into view again. A 
thrilling sight. Gulls, terns, fork-tailed kites. 

The first tremendous thrill was the sight of the 3000ft, snow- 
covered mountains of Crete.. .they seemed to hang above the sea and above some near 
headlands, the distant shore being lost beneath the horizon; then the other 
lovely islands in the Aegean Sea, then Piraeus and Athens...Oh, the glories 
of Athens! 

BIRD NOTES FROM MR H. BOSS-WALKER: The usual bird visitors at St. Chad were 
alarmed in February by an unusual visitor to their garden, this was identified 
by its colour and actions - backed up by the reaction of the honeyeaters - as a 
White Goshawk. This is said to be a fixed albino form of the Grey Goshawk of the 
mainland states, and it was interesting to find one so near to Hobart.

APRIL BIRD NOTES from Mrs. Kathleen Orme: "I am thrilled to have visits 
to my bird tables for the past four or five weeks (since my red gum blossomed) 
of a pair of Rainbow Lorikeets, and what I think is one of their young. 

It has not got the brilliant colour of the larger birds but appears to be 
getting bluer on its head, and the orange shoulder feathers are beginning 
to show. It is shyer than the adult birds, who are really cheeky, and look 
through the sun room window at me." 

THE RAINBOW LORIKEET is a very uncommon visitor to Tasmania, and is one of 
the most handsome of the parrots. It travels in small flocks, wandering through 
the bush and occasionally coming into gardens in search of flowering trees, 
the nectar from which forms part of its diet. (Michael Sharland)

ITEMS OF INTEREST: 

During the period from the 1st. November, 1907, to March 
the 5th, 1908, An Englishman by the name of Geoffrey Smith was staying in 
Tasmania: his book "A Naturalist in Tasmania" is well known to many of our 
mambers. He was unfortunately killed in action on the 10th July, 1915. 

A memorial volume consisting of his letters to his home in England during 
his trip abroard, was published in 1917? an extract from one of these letters 
written at the Springs Hotel, Mt„ Wellington, 20th November 1907, is given 
here: 

"About a week ago I had a splendid three days' camping with the 
field Naturalists' Club of Hobart, A Mr 0 Rodway took me, who is a very good 
botanist, and knows the bu3h very well; he is going bo come out with me again 
soon, but he cannot get away very easily as he Is a dentist by profession. 

He taught me a lot of things , as how to pitch a tent, and cook a bush dinner, 
and even how to kill a snake, all of which are equally interesting and 
necessary accomplishments in this country. What I have seen of the Tasmanian 
bush has impressed me very much; of course it is just the right time of 
year, as the eucalyptus trees of all sorts which form the main part of the 
bush are throwing out their shoots, which are reddish brown, and all the 
flowering shrubs, of which there are such heaps here, are all in flower. 

This afternoon I got into a bit of dense bush on the side of the mountain, 
and Ihave never seen such a wild confusion of growth, enormous tree ferns 
growing out of masses of fallen and decayed timber, and one had to simply 

orLe ' s through every yard. The birds here are very pretty, and some 
of them have very characteristic calls, but not much song. The parakeets 
and parrots are of course especially gay, but some of the smaller flycatch- 
ers and honeysuckers have lovely plumage, and they seem much tamer than 
birds in England$ and quite glad to show themselves off 0 **

ITEMS OF INTEREST j. 

A letter written by G, Smith to his mother on December 3rd., 
1907. 

" Since writing last I have been several expeditions, first 
up into the Harz Mountains to take some tins with trout fry in them to put 
down in the small lakes on the top. We went by steamer to a place called 
Geeveaton, where various families by the name of Geeves carry on a timber 
trade. It is the great place to see huge eucalyptus trees. We started early 
in the morning from the village, and took a steam trolley used for carting 
timber about some way up the valley, and then struck on to a track that 
leads up to the mountains. We took about six men with us to carry the tins 
with the fish. It took us seven hours to reach the hut near the lakes 
where we intended spending the night, and as we were caught in a thunder 
storm we were pretty well drenched. We were rather staggered to find the hut 
completely filled with a party of people who had come up from the other side, 
a general.stores keeper who was giving all his employees a holiday, including 
several girls. However, wo managed to shake down somehow, about fifteen of 
us all sitting round a large log fire in a tiny room about six yards square, 
and cooking chops on the ends of sticks. 

"After exploring the lakes, in which I did a little collecting, 
we came back to the hut for tea, another squash, and after tea we had a 
wonderful impromptu concert, singing chiefly hymns out of a Salvation Army 
hymn book, which one of the girls had. It was a remarkable experience, but 
after the fatigues of the day I slept like anything in my wet clothes 
on a straw bunk and took no harm at all. 

"The next day was fairly fine, and we returned to Geeveston 
in the afternoon. The track through the forest was verv beautiful, huge eu¬ 
calyptus trees and the most lovely flowering shrubs and tree ferns growing 
in great luxuriance. Since returning I spent some days in Hobart, and gave 
a popular lecture on Natural History at the Masonic Hall, which went off 
rather successfully, and now I have come back on to the mountain here to 
go on with my work. Yesterday Mr. Rodway came up, and we went for a splendid 
walk over the top of the mountain to a river on the other side, which is 
quite full of my shrimp. It is a beautiful river, rather like one in the 
lakes at home, with large clear pools, in which one could bathe easily. 

I brought back a lot of shrimps, which I am trying to domesticate in a series 
of footbaths here."
